“Ring!”  The  unforgettable  cadence  of  a bell  sum- 
moned us  sophomores  to  the  activities  of  our  first 
day  in  Arlington  High  School.  As  we  wound  our  way 
through  the  maze  of  corridors,  we  looked  about  ap- 
prehensively for  the  perils  which  we  expected  to  in- 
cur from  the  machinations  of  the  dreaded  upper 
classmen.

Our  joy  was  short,  however,  for  upon  our  re- 
turn we  were  informed  that  juniors  would  soon  take 
the  Merit  Exams,  Scholarship  Aptitude  Tests,  and 
Achievement  Tests.  In  April  we  all  knew  that  spring 
had  arrived  when  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Club  pre- 
sented the  “Prince  of  Pilsen”  as  its  annual  operetta. 
Shortly  afterwards  came  the  Junior  Prom,  offering 
everyone  a wonderful  time. 


As  the  college  board  and  final  exams  ended  and 
school  closed,  everyone  disappeared  to  participate  in 
his  summer  activities. 

As  the  summer  months  of  1958  passed,  our  antici- 
pation of  the  approaching  senior  year  increased.

The  girls  were 
equally  admirable:  the  field-hockey  team  sustained 
but  a single  loss;  the  basketball  team,  while  not  sensa- 
tional, held  its  own;  they  also  contemplated  victori- 
ous seasons  in  the  girls’  tennis  and  soft-ball.

These  events  were  punctuated  by  the  activities  of 
the  Student  Council,  the  Girls’  Club,  and  the  Allied 
Youth  Club,  activities  which  included  dances,  trips, 
sales,  and  parties. 

The  details  of  this  memorable  year  are  carefully 
preserved  for  posterity  by  our  faithful  school  paper. 
The  Chronicle. 

As  the  final  curtain  falls  on  our  senior  year  with 
our  Class  Day  program,  the  Prom,  and  finally  our 
graduation,  we  are  happy  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  have  experienced  this  wonderful  year  but  sad  that 
it  is  over.  Whatever  our  sentiment,  we  shall  always 
be  grateful  for  our  memories  of  our  senior  year.

The  Arlington  High  School  football  team  had  its  second  greatest 
season  in  its  history  this  year  under  coach  Eddie  Burns  and  his  staff. 
Its  record  against  the  top  football  teams  in  the  state  was  eight  wins 
and  one  loss. 

Arlington's  only  loss  came  from  undefeated  Brockton.  This  game 
was  played  before  10,000  people  with  Arlington  weak  with  injuries 
to  star  halfbacks  Bobby  Golden  and  Ronald  Deveaux.  Tackle  Bruce 
Wright  was  also  ailing  with  a virus. 

This  year  the  team  will  go  down  in  Arlington’s  grid  history  as  one 
of  the  greatest  offensive  teams  ever  to  play  for  the  Red  and  Gray. 
Backs  such  as  Bobby  Golden,  Ronald  Deveaux,  Tommy  Apprille, 
and  Bill  Collins  were  all  great  break-away  runners. 

The  offensive  line  averaged  well  over  two  hundred  pounds,  includ- 
ing such  great  linemen  as  Frank  Burns  at  center,  Gerald  Ceglia  and 
Sam  Nigro  at  guards,  Bruce  Wright  and  Robert  Lupo  at  tackles,  and 
Jay  Donovan  and  Anthony  Tamis  at  ends. 

This  offensive  team  averaged  thirty  points  per  game  against  the 
best  teams  in  the  Class  A League.  The  offensive  team  play  featured 
pitch-outs  to  Golden  and  Deveaux,  power  running  by  Apprille  and 
Collins,  and  passing  and  receiving  by  Donovan  and  Hanley.  The  ball 
handling  of  quarterback  John  Hanley  was  a highlight  of  the  offensive 
team. 

Arlington’s  defensive  unit  rates  as  high  as  its  offensive  unit,  allow- 
ing only  ten  points  per  game.  The  defensive  team  had  such  players 
as  Jay  Donovan,  Frank  Burns,  and  John  Mahoney  at  ends;  John 
Greco,  George  Murphy,  Sam  Nigro  at  tackles;  Gerard  McCabe, 
Gerald  Ceglia  at  guards;  James  Coveno,  Bruce  Wright,  and  Robert 
Lupo  at  inside  backer-ups;  Leo  Scarlata,  Butch  Lovering,  Bill  Col- 
lins, Tom  Apprille,  and  Ronald  Deveaux  as  the  halfbacks. 

The  season  ended  in  a blaze  of  glory  with  a tremendous  team  effort 
in  the  beating  of  Melrose  by  a score  of  44  to  12  on  Thanksgiving 
morning.
